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And to examine a little this Matter, why 
did the Imperial Army retreat out of Pro- 
wence, | am clear in this—Not for Fear of 
being fallea upon or beaten by the French; 
for they had 16c0oo Men in Piedmont, they 
could have called to joyn them, and our Ac- 
counts fay, 8000 a&tually met them, and 
with chat Aififtance the French would never 
have bid them Battle—But depending up- 
onthe Fleet for their Supply in the Siege, 
which was their proper Defign, they had 
ere€ted no Magazines, had no Recourfe, 
ferried no Place of Arms, nor made the ne- 
ceffary Preparations for fubfifting in an Ene- 
mics Co try. 

This, I prefume, will be allow’d to be a 
good Reafon, why they could not prefs up- 
ward at this Time: But let us patiently 
yiew the Scate of Affairs there, and com- 
pare them with what has been, and you will 
foon fee, there is no Occafion for fuch 
melinchwy, flegmatick Refle@ions, as our 
Efemics every Day fuggeft to us. 

Pray, let fuch Pecple look back to the 
Beginning, of the laft Campaign, Prince 
Eugene on the remoteft Part of Lombardy 
beyond the Adda, the Duke de Vemdofme 
ercamp’d on che hither tide, fortify’d, en- 
treached and fuperiour in Numbers at the 
{-me time look behind him, the Duke de 

‘euillade befeging the Duke of Savay’s Ca- 
piral Ciry, the Duke hunted like a Par- 
tridge upon the Mountains, his Family 
d.iven out oi their Country, and fain co 
take Sanétuary at Genoa, the City at its 
}.ft Exrremity, and the, Germans taking a 
d-(perateMarch full of infinite Obftructions, 
Difficulties and Uncertainties to atcempt its 
Relief, aad when chey thould come up to 
the Place, have an Army cwo to one in 
Number, intrench’d up to the Teeth in 
fortity’d Lines planted with Cannon. 

All this while, Gentlemen, you were not 
difcourag’d, full of Hopes and promiting 
Prefages ; Aad all things anfwer’d your 
bigheft Wifhes; may, more than any body 
could have fusgetted, he muft have had but 
afin} Share of Modefty, that could have 
faid, be cxpetted fuch Byents as happea’d, 
and yet vou wére not dif.ouraged. 

Bat wiac’s the Matcer now ? What frine- 
kearted DI poff: fles us oow? Thst be- 


caufe we have potcarry’d our Defign upog 
Thoulon, muftdefpair, and giv. it all up 
once ; 1 tell you, Gentlemen, wife Men 
and brave Men may runaway, but none 
but Fools defpair. 

Had ihe Marefchal de 7heffe ferv’d the 
Germans betore Thoulon, as cue Germans 
ferv’d the Duke of Orleans before 7urin, at- 
tack’d him in his Camp, kill’d aid taken 
13000 Of his Men, ar* t1o0o Huis, 
with all his Cannon, ©c. aud he :iig quite 
overthz.*n him, driven him ‘nck over 
the Vzar with a few broken R -mains. This 
indeed would have becn a m: lanctoly Scory, 
and yet the French, you fe-, were no: dif- 
may’d at all this, buc piecing up their 
broken Furtunes, prepare t mend them by 
Bravery and F:ghting—Let us learn of them 
to be vigilanc, fwift and undifcouraged. 

The French bore alt the Havock the 
laft Campaign made of them, and the fe- 
vereft Blows that ever Nation felt, and yet 
litt chemfelves ap agains; and here we are 
terrifying our felves with Negatives, not 
for being beaten, or having loft this or 


‘that, but becaufe we have not gain’d what 


we would have—Becaufe we have not car- 
ry’d our Defign, and have not conquet’d 
what weexpeéted. 

This was not King William’s Way, Gen- 
tlemen, if ithad, we had long ago been 
uader the Aggptian Servitude of France— 
Where had the Caufe been, if King Wiliam 
had defpair’d, whenever he was over- 
powered by the French, his Refolution to 
dye in the laft Ditch of his Country, always 
made him like Avreus, rife ftronger froma 
Fall, than he was before ic. 

In hort, he conquer’d the French by Per- 
feverance, and by purfuing his End under 
the moft infuperable Difficulties ; after e- 
very Defeat he grew ftronger, after every 
Lofs he doubled, not his Forces only, but 
his Courage: Thus after the Bartle of 
Landen, in which the French thought his 
Power broken, and that the Confederacy 
had receiv’d a mortal Stab, which it would 
never recover, The very next Year we fird 
him fuperiour to the Eaemy, and quickly 
uoder the Walls of Namure, 

The tmperial Forces aiter the Affair of 
Trowon eiffer in all thele Cales, they have 
seceiy’d 
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receiv'd no extraordinary Lofs, no capital 
Blow, they have driven the French out of 
ftaly, and reduced them to the Defenfive 3 
we fee them now behind their Intrench- 
ments, fortifying paffes, and defending their 
own Frontiers, irftead of invading Jraly— 
What Occalion then have we to be fo mee 
lancholy and dejeéted ? 

Nor is it foimprobable, that we fhall 


yet fee the Imperial Troops invading 


France, if not this Seafon, early the next, 
and then we fhall not fee fo much Reafon 
for Difcouragements; vou may fee the Ap- 
proach sof it already inthe juft Apprehen- 
tions of the French, whoare marching their 
Troops to their Frontiers of Daupbiné, and 


there we fhall foon hear more of them: 
Let us have Patience, I am perfwaded, 
Prince Eugewe will give them a Reman: 
brance. yer, that fhall reviveus: andI ke 
no reafon to doubt it, if they will buc fet 
bim have the Troops he us’d to fight with: 
I confefs, { do not expe& much from the 
Duke of Savoy's Troops, his Riyal Higk- 
nefs isa brave and forward Prince, but his 
Troops are not equally good wich the Iin- 
perialifts ; he deferves to commard better 
Troops, and Jbetieve, will make thea as 
good as they are capable tubes but ’cis the 
Swifs and Germans muft do his Works, not 
the Savoyards or Piemontefe.

Caonot difmifs the Story of the War I 

am now upon, without a little Mirth, 
and*erhaps a very good Ufe may be made

1. This is wrote from Frankfort au Main, 
da.ed- 16th of September, fo that the Eng-- 
Jah of this is, that if the Troops arrive, 
and his Electoral Highnefs, who muft have 
fome Time, and no little Trouble to put 
fuch a confufed Army into a Condition to 
aétat all—When, 1 fay, about 14 Days are 
fpent in thefe moft nec: Mary things, then, 


viz. When all the other Armies are going 


into Winter: Quarters, then they will be in 
a Pofture to adi offeniively. 

2. This is after the French bave play’d 
their Game, and had their full Swing in 
Germany, rifled the Palatinate, tay’d watt 


the Country between the Neckar and the 
Main, brought the Eleétor of Mentz, the 
Landgrave of Heffe Darmftat, the Marquis 
of Baden Durlach, the PrincelS of Baden, 
the Dake of Wirsemberg, and all the County 
of Swabia, to the Mountains of Tyrol, un- 
der Contribution, and enrich’d the very- 
Exchequer of Frawee, with the Wealth of 
Germany. Now they are prepared, and for 
what, to march n:cft offentively into Wins: 
ter- Quarters. 

I mu confefs, ’tis pity fueh a Prince as 
the Eleétor of Hannover, and a Life we 
have fo much Jatereft in, fhould be expos’d 
to the Hazards of fuch Mannagemeut ;. and 
the only thing that. can juftifie it, is the 
Hopes that his great Intereft in the Affair: 
of Europe, as well as Prudence and Cor- 
duét, will re&tifie thefe things, which it 
not, I fall place them among the Incu- 
rables.: 

The next thing I am ¢o tomeh at, is ave- 
ry pleafane Story co be [een in the publick. 
Priucs of Sept. orb, writcen from Pury, viz. 
That an Exprels from Spain has brovght. 
Advice, ** That on the 234 paft, the Duke 
* of Orleans marched to forrage a tittle Vil> 
« call’d BeHcayre, and that the Earl of 
‘© Galloway advanc’d with 56 Squadrons tc 
“ prevent him; that they ingag’d, thas 
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“ the French routed the Enemy, kiling 
“ 300, and taking 100 Prifoners, and thea 
‘“ made their Retreat, and was purfued by 
‘s the Earl of Galloway to the Guard of his 
** Camp. 

This is a true French Vidtory,and it would 
make any body fmile to fee, how pleafant- 
ly the French Wrjters can paint out aStory 5 
they charg’d the Enemy right bravely, and 
got the Day, and afte this Advantage they 
yun away bravely, and were purfued by the 
vanguifhed Enemy even to their very 
Camp. 1 

This is juft as if they fhould have writ- 
ten from Blenkeim, that the French Army 
having fought the Confederates, and entire- 
ly routed them, retreated afterwards, and 
were only follow’d by the Knemy to the 
Banks of the Danube, where their Horfe of 
the Houfhold marched into the River; that 
the General thcught’fit fer his Security 
to march into the Duke of Marlborough’s

If this Recruic were once landed at Cata- 
lognia, 1 fhall take it for one of the firft B- 
quivalents for the Ecfs of Thoulon, and 1 
am perfwaded, the Freacb will tind harder 
Work in Catalognia yet, than our Fears per- 
hit us to imagine.
